Calabrese, appointed to the 
office of T.M. after a highly 
criticized vote of the Select- 
men, last year, has been the 
subject of controversy and 
un popularity from many 
citizens who did not think 
that he was qualified for the 
job at the time, Formerly an 
assistant assessor of the Town 
of Medford, Calabrese was 
appointed to the office of 
principal assessor in Wilming- 
ton, by former T.M. Courtney} 
with whom he had worked with 
in Medford. 

His introduction of the 
revaluation and reappraisal 
program in Wilmington made him 
very unpopular with a great 

mber of citizens in town, 
although it was voted upon in 
favor at a town meeting.

One cannot help but to look back and wonder 
if the present chairman of our Board, Don 
Kidder and selectman Frank Hagerty had more 
insight into the welfare of our town than was 
shown by the other members of the Board.

BB GUN OFFENDERS WILL 

BE PROSECUTED---POLICE 

PUBLISH LAWS REGARDING 
SUCH OFFENCES 


Due to the fact that our 
local police department has 
received four complaints 
against BB gun owners within 
one week, Sgt. Imbimbo has 
requested that we print the 
full law regarding ownership 
and handling of BB guns and 
air rifles. 

Car windows have been the 
chief target, with other items 
being included. A vehicle 
owned by Mel Southmayd was 
damaged by BB shots while 
parked in Wilmington Center. 
owned by 
Rudolph Neve of Lawrence was 
struck by bullets while parked 
on Salem Street. 

The law on BB guns and air 
rifles reads as follows: 

Section 12B-No minor under 
the age of 18 shall have an 
air rifle or so-called BB gun 
in his possession while in any 
Place to which the public has 
a right of access unless he 
is accompanied by an adult or 
unless he is the holder of a 
sporting or hunting license 
and has on his person a permit 
from the Chief of Police of 
the town in which he resides, 
granting him the right of 
possession. No person shall 
discharge an air rifle or so- 
called BB gup into, from or 
across any street, alley, 
public way or railroad or 
railway right of way and no 
minor under the age of 18 
shall discharge BB shot pellet 
or other object from af air 
rifle or BB gun unless he is 
accompanied by an adult or is 
the holder of a sporting or 
hunting license. Any person
